Since he grew up watching horror hosts he always hoped to be able to become one. The name 
for my character Gunther Dedmund came from a dream he had in 1983. In the dream he was 
—— watching a television show where the host was in a hovering desk mounted in a kind of flying 
: saucer, the show was called Gunther Dedmund’s Floating Spaceship. The original 
concept for a horror host television program was pretty involved and the plan was to show 
\ all types of movies, but due to an extreme lack of funds, Joel decided to focus on one type of pet | : : 
' movies, horror films. After twenty years of collecting and editing films, his basement had

become a ready-made set for a movie show. In 2005, Gunther Dedmund was dusted off for 
a new task. 


The Basement Sublet of Horror is based on his interest in vintage horror hosts espe- 
cially The Host and Rodney, which ran from the late 1950s through the 1970s and starred ) 
Tom Lehey Jr. Instead of your typical castle setting, the show takes place in the basement | [la 
LL. apartment in a 1950s Ranch style home. Gunther Demund has lived in the basement 
apartment and has resided there so long that his skin has turned white from lack of exposure 
to daylight. It is based on a long tradition of late-night television horror movie hosts that 
began in the 1950s with Vampira. The Basement Sublet of Horror brings a new per- 
spective to the genre with a more tongue in cheek approach. 


The basement is full of films from the 1950s and 1960s that Gunther has shown on public 

access TV channels across the country. Gunther, The Film Butcher (a name he gained by

create his own versions of horror and sci-fi films for his show. The feature films used for the 
show are altered and intercut with cartoons, educational and instructional films in such a 
way to create a new condensed feature that collages visual puns and humorous subplots. In 
between movie segments, there are occasional appearances of neighbors, landlords, aliens, 
mind repair technicians, even musical guests. Gunther likes to think of his shows as a mix of 
education and entertainment. 


It’s obvious that Gunther Dedmund is a huge packrat, if you’ve seen his basement on the 
television show, you know what we mean. We've spent a lot of time digging through the 
thousands of files and photos from BSOH that have built up over the years. Putting this issue 
was quite an experience, a very nostalgic journey for Gunther. - Richard Wayne, 2018

Joel Sanderson may be Lawrence’s ver- 
sion of Ed Wood. 

OK, his films aren’t that bizarre, and he 
doesn’t direct any washed-up actors such as 
Bela Lugosi. 

But the Kansas University sculpture grad- 
uate has a knack for making unusual, low- 
budget films — films that are shown eve 
Wednesday night at the M.T. Pockets Bud- 
get Film Fest at Free State Brewing Co., 636 
Mass.

Wednesday night’s fare included two 15- 
minute films: “Let’s Do Lunch,” a compila- 
tion of school cafeteria and food images, 
and “Janet Goes Shopping,” a collection of 
commercials from the 1970s. 

Sanderson said he emulated H.G. Wells

when it came to the 
creative process. 
Wells would write 
down ideas on 
pieces of paper and 
then toss them into 
a jar. When the jar 
was full, he weaved 
the ideas together 
into a novel. 

Likewise, Sander- 
son said he sorts 
film clips into bags 
according to their 
themes. When the 
bag is nearly full, he 
picks through the 
clips and splices them with cartoons to 
make his cinematic creations. 

“| use grade school and high school films 
with sections of feature films,” he said. 
Most of the educational films were made in 
the 1950s and ‘60s. The cartoons are non- 
collectibles from the 1930s. 


Budding filmmaker 

Sanderson was bitten by the movie bug 
when he was a boy, and he’s been scratch- 
ing that itch ever since. 

He showed black-and-white 8 mm films 
in his family’s garage when he was in grade 
school. Admission was a quarter. His moth- 
er supplied freshly popped popcorn. 

When he was 17, he worked at the K-42 
Drive-in in Wichita. One day, the projec- 
tionist decided to take a break and turned 
over his duties to the teen-ager. Sanderson 
said he remembered the projectionist sit-

ting calmly in his car while Sanderson fum- 
bled with the film. 

But that didn’t dampen his love for the 
movie business. He went on to work as a 
manager at the SO South Drive-in in Empo- 
ria, where he began chopping up film to 
kill time during feature movies and later 
discovered the fun of putting the pieces 
together in their unintended order. 

From 1990 to 1994, Sanderson operated 
the Escape Drive-in, an outdoor movie the- 
ater in Vinland. He started out showing his 
films to about 40 people. At the end of the 
four years, the audience had grown to 27S. 


Juicin’ up the garden 

M.T. Pockets Budget Film Fest is the 
brainchild of Sanderson and Alex Hamil- 
ton, a manager at Free State Brewery. 

In 1989 while Sanderson was working as 
a part-time projectionist at Liberty Hall, he 


discovered that the eastward-looking pro- 
jection booth was not being used. Why 
not use it to show movies in the beer gar- 
den below? After all, he said, the land 
where the beer garden stands originally 
was designed to be used by Liberty Hall as a 
third theater. 

Just one problem: The booth belonged 
to Liberty Hall; the beer garden belonged 
to the brewery. That’s when Hamilton got 
involved. 

“Between the two of us, it really started 
happening,” Hamilton said. 

The first film fest ran last year from late 
June to late September. 

“In the beginning, people had no idea 
what was going on,” Hamilton said. 

The films, which are PG-rated, start 
showing at 9 p.m. There's no admission 
charge. 

“Cutting up film is nothing new,” 
Sanderson said. “It’s been going on since 
the ‘60s.” 

“But the environment where they’re 
showing is new,” Hamilton interjected. 
“You can’t go to any other restaurant and 
get.a sandwich and listen to music and 
watch films, but the brewery is different. 
It’s a unique situation.” 

In addition to the movies, the brewery 
also features Bill Crahan and Jon Lomas, 
known for their light bluegrass and jazz, on 
Thursday nights and the Free State Jazz 
Quartet on Friday nights. 

“We're trying to get more modern music 
and local acts on a rotating basis,” Hamil- 
ton said. “We're trying to get some juice 
going on in the beer garden.” 4)

Dm Sanderson, computer whiz, artist, 
and long-time film archivist, has 
resurrected the legacy of the late night TV 
horror fest, with a twist, to Lawrence’s 
public access channel. Public access 
channel? Yes—channel 99, which comes 
with basic cable, is usually a steady 
stream of religious programming and QVC 
shopping shows. Joel was able to land the 
sweet spot of 11 p.m. Friday nights to 
broadcast his “Basement Sublet of 
Horror,” a classic late-night horror show 
complete with scary host Gunther 
Dedmund. Sanderson “frankensteins” an 
old horror film—cutting out the parts that 
drag and adding in bits of film from 
industrial and educational films from 


restrictions. That eliminates a lot of stuff I 
already have. (The room where BSOH is 
filmed) that’s my work area in the 
basement. That’s just one part of it too. I 
wanted to a more elaborate show. The 
premise was about a TV set that’s kind of 
evil or haunted. If you were in the show 
say, you'd walk in the back door and there 
would be a TV with like a roulette wheel 
on it that spins around and has letters 
that spell out a genre. If it spells out 
‘horror’ the TV comes on and it’s Gunther 
Dedmund. Then there's a science fiction 
host, an adventure host...I didn’t really 
want to be stuck in one genre, but in 
order to pull off the show, the cheapest 
way was the horror one because my 
basement is a ready-made set. I didn’t 
have to build a set; I can just go down 
there and turn the camera on. Everything 
else is more elaborate. If this goes 
anywhere, like the next season, I might 
like to expand it into the full show. 


How long is the season? 


Ten weeks; then they’re replayed. Ten 
weeks puts me to the first week of school 
in fall, then the replays put me one week 
before Halloween, so I can have a 
Halloween show. 


What kind of cable access do 
people have to have to watch? 


It used to be on a lower numbered 
channel but they just moved public access 
to channel 99. At this time, as far as I 
know, there's nothing but local religious 
programming on. I think I’m the only 
show that is something different, so they 
were actually kind of interested—they 
want more people to do stuff but there’s a 
whole approval process you have to go 
through. You can’t do anything commer- 
cial, you can’t do anything political, so 
once you pass, and get producer ap- 
proval—your public access producer—you 
can go ahead with your show. The time 
slots just depend on when they have an 
opening. For me they picked Friday at 11 
p.m., which is perfect. That’s what I 
wanted. They don’t stay on past midnight, 
so that was perfect. I was surprised that a 
lot of people applied for it, but very few 
actually come through. 


years gone by. It’s classic 
fright-night fun with many 
surprises. 

The debut episode featured 
“Atom Age Vampire" inter- 
spersed with “duck and cover” 
nuclear preparedness films, how 
to make the perfect cup of 
coffee, and a dainty bit with a 
1950s teen getting advice from 
her mom about burgeoning 
feelings towards boys. Joel, who 
has been cutting up films for 
years with his Escape’ Drive In 
and MT Pockets Budget Film Fest, 
spoke with me recently about his 
latest project. 


It’s a lot of work. 


I was shocked by how much work it 
really took. 


It looks very professional. When 
you were growing up did you have 
shows in Wichita that were like 
creature features? 


Actually the opening of this show is a 
parody of Wichita’s horror host because I 
was planning on doing this in Wichita too 
but Wichita isn’t going to do public access 
anymore. The horror host show in Wichita 
was called “The Host and Rodney.” The 
later shows had a house on a hill, the 
camera would zoom in, there was a light 
on in the dungeon and the camera would 
zoom up to that window and cross fade 
into the dungeon set. So, that’s my joke, 
since I live in a ranch house and grew up 
in a ranch house, it’s just funny to me to 
have it be a ranch house. 


What's in store for the next few 
episodes? 


"House on Haunted Hill," "The 
Magnificent Gladiator," "The Brain that 
Wouldn't Die," and "The Last Man on 
Earth." I’d like to do a “Carnival of Souls” 
tribute, where I condense the film down 
and interview whoever is left in town—so 
do one serious show. And some friends of 
mine bought the “Carnival of Souls” house, 
so I could shoot the hosting stuff there. 
I've already got permission to do that. 


Where do you get the 
films? 


The majority of the films are 
from www.archive.org. It’s a 
massive online information 
resource. They started carrying 
feature films. About a year and a 
half ago they started carrying 
DVD quality films. I can down- 
load those—it’s already in digital 
form—and I can just edit that 
down. Plus, they list the copy- 
right of the films. That gives me 
a ready-made documentation. 
The other films, starting in the 
late ‘80s, all the film libraries 
were converting to video. My 
name got out as a guy who 
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would come pick up the film for 

free, so I drove all over the 

Midwest going to film libraries with my 
truck picking up all this stuff. There ‘s 
just tons and tons of film that got thrown 
away. At one point, two-thirds of my 
basement was full of film and even I 
couldn’t stand it, so I wound up getting 
rid of a lot of it. That film is harder to use 
because I have to run copyright searches 
on everything and provide documenta- 
tion. It’s easier for me to download from 
archive.org because I can just print out 
copyright status. Anyone can go there 
and download stuff and make their own 
TV show. 


How difficult was it to get on 
public access? 


They get a lot of applications, but very 
few people actually end up doing it. I 
show them documentation and they 
preview it and if it meets their standards 
of quality and their standards of decency. 
If you pass those two, there’s no problem. 
There’s some political stuff in the back- 
ground of some of these films, but it’s so 
slight—like the atomic footage... 


Do you do it all yourself? 


It would be nice to have some help, 
but up to this point, I didn’t want to—it’s 
so much time that I didn’t want to commit 
people. There’s no money. I’ve asked 
several people to help, but right now 
people just don’t have the time. The 
biggest problem is shooting the bridging 
segments because I’m just sitting there 
with the camera and a monitor doing it 


How did you come up with the 
host, Gunther Dedmund? 


The characters come to me in 
dreams I have. Gunther Dedmund— 
the name was in a dream—hosting a 
TV show. This was a dream I had in 
the early ‘80s. It always just kind of 
stuck—and that someday I wanted 
to do a TV show. 


Did you ever do horror 
make-up and such when you 
were a kid? 


Yeah. I had all the Famous 
Monsters of Filmland makeup 
magazines...Tom Savini’s book...I 
had all the stuff. I used to do like 
Harold and Maude... all sorts of 
gruesome things. I tried to take 
a course in makeup in college 
but I was asked to leave 
because the instructor didn’t 
really like monster stuff. 


Where do the films come 
from that you are using? 


I’m using some of the films 
I have but in order to broad- 
cast it, they all have to be 
public domain and they all 
have to have no copyright 


over and over again. The other problem is 
that I can’t see that well without my 
glasses. The glasses I’m wearing are my 
glasses from junior high, so I can’t see a 
thing. So, it takes a lot of time. Plus 
keeping track of the sound levels, etc. 


What's the hardest thing about it 
all? 


Just being the host I think. I have a 
monitor next to the camera, but it’s 
hard not to look at the monitor and talk 
to that. The majority of the footage I 
host is outtakes... 


Who would someone talk to if 
they wanted to do a public access 
show? 


The thing to do would be to go to the 
sunflower broadband site, go to the Free 
State Productions page and there's a 
public access link on that page that gives 
a complete breakdown of the rules.

Gunther Dedmund is the host of the Basement Sublet of Horror. He has been 
collecting old film, living in basement apartments and attending college classes 
for over 45 years. Gunther claims to be afflicted with a rare disorder called 
"Shortfilxia”, which was caused by his being struck by lightning at a drive-in 
theater when he was a small lad.

BSOH ROKU CHANNEL 2014 


In 2014 we were introduced to methods to bring programming to the Roku Internet provider service by 
Jon Ary of the show Fright Nights. We started the process using Amazon’s video servers and uploaded 
a lot of the content that we’ve produced, also including Butch R. Cleaver’s horror host program Meet 
Cleaver Theatre. 
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The channel performed well enough that Roku invited us to go onto their international broadcast tier, 
we began receiving comments from around the world as a result. Then Roku asked to promote our 
channel from the low-end tier to the mid-range, we thought this was fine so we agree. But, this greatly 
increased the bandwidth usage that our channel used and the free use of Amazon’s servers was updated 
to a pay for use scheme which increased costs to around $1,000 per month. There was no way we could 
afford the increase unless, at Roku’s suggestion, we began running commercial ads on the channel. The 
Escape’ Drive-in channel was a good idea, but tough to manage on our limited budget.

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PUBLIC ACCESS STATION BREAK TITLE CARDS 


On a public access station, there’s rarely a requirement for station breaks, unlike broadcast TV where 
they are required. These are TV station IDs that are shown at the top of the hour and often at quarter 
hours too, giving the location info on the station. In a broadcast TV, horror host shows used these breaks 
to give information about the movies, also stage skit, jokes, or pranks. Without the station break, there’s 
no place for the host to return after the opening of the program. BSOH added in fake station IDs to 
imitate a broadcast show and make at least four breaks during the movie, at quarter hours. In Lawrence, 
on station breaks the broadcast station Channel 6 would show video clips of the community. BSOHs 
version of the station break originally showed community scenes that were usually bleak or an image 
that no station would allow since they were way too boring. Later, the BSOH station breaks would often 
turn into a kind of art display of photographs that we thought were interesting or that parodied the film 
shown. 
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THE SUBLET WITH THE CHEAP SPECIAL EFFECTS 


Towards the end of the show’s first season, Gunther became more interested in adding in low-budget 
special effects into the show. Here’s a walk-through some of the effects and sequences where matt 
layers, color keying, and motion filters were used for the bulk of the special effects. 


Here’s an example of one of the matts used Gunther did a number of remote interviews, 
during the opening title, Gunther’s dirigible. this is a reverse shot with Count Gregula.

To create 
the matt effect the neutral color field in these images is dropped and replaced with another image.

In The Invasion of the Bee Girls episode, Fred Gutknecht returned as The Emergency Guest Host. 
The first image shows the elaborate host signal sequence with fireworks overlaid, plane fly-over and signal. 


The sequence continues with a series of Host Another episode featured Gunther possessed by 
travel shots, here Fred peers out of an airplane. The Laughing Skull. A floating video matt was used. 


Here’s two unused gore sequence images, the first where Gunther’s head was to be cut off, then pulled 
out of a bucket (left). Richard Wayne shot Gunther in the head to take over as the show's host. 
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During Gunther’s presentation of the original Fast and the Furious, his secret bat cave garage was 
revealed for the first time, along with The Gunthermobile.

It was reissued again after the death of actor/director Tom Leahy to include even more stills, video interviews, and another addition hosting 
segment. The final update added with two more hosting segments that mention Tom Leahy's death and the publication of a book on the movie's star Ralph 
Seely. 


#140/157/180 “Corridors Of Evil” a condensed version of Carnival of Souls was shown in this version, the re-do has restored the full version of the film with 
newly shot stills of a current look at the interior of the church from the film, although | still had to trim it down a bit to fit into 90 minutes including my extras.

Throughout the run of BSOH on public access, Gunther was featured in a number of episodes working 
on a computer. Since the light from an actual monitor is difficult to shoot against, fake computer 
desktops screens were created and inserted into the scenes in post-production. 

Here are a couple of the computer screens used, the first is from episode #134 where Gunther battled 
the Japanese monster Gamera. Gamera defeats Gunther by pooping on Gunther’s house, Gunther 
then decides to sell Gamera’s poop online for profit.

When we started thinking about making a horror 
host television program, we started researching 
what was going on with current hosts. Unfortu- 
nately, there was very little information out there 
about current hosts, I found out later that this was 
because hosts aren’t very good at setting up websites 
that can be found easily. The hosts that I did find 
that were quite active were Count Gore de Vol, Mr. 
Lobo, Dr. Gangrene, and A. Ghastlee Ghoul. He was 
part of the Horror Host Underground, a public 
access circuit where tapes of host shows were passed _ bs 
around to different regions and played on all-night marathons. We came into contact with HHU and sent 
them a copy of one of our shows and they liked it. A. Ghastlee Ghoul responded saying that he thought it 
was really funny and that he liked the title. This was the first time that BSOH was shown outside of 
Kansas, thanks to A. Ghastlee for that. 


Bradley Beard

When Kansas horror host Tom Leahy (a.k.a. “The Host") died earlier 
this year, he not only left behind several decades worth of fond 
memories for Wichita residents who had grown up watching “The 
Host and Rodney,” he also left us with some half-whispered rumors 
about an otherwise unheard of movie called The Beast From the 
Beginning of Time. 


Leahy starred as an unearthed caveman who is driven to kill 
whenever he hears the sound of thunder. Produced by the staff of 
local TV station KARD, the film remained unreleased until it finally 
debuted on Wichita television in 1981. It later screened at the 
Wichita Orpheum Theater in 2005.
